be protected by it-: So do repreſent theſe 
_ diflatisfied anddivided people,ftrong andim- 
moveable, not,only to diſſwade from defigns 
againſt chem, bat alſo to encline the Magi 

| ſtrat. 
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ſtrate ro them : For as ſafety and proze&- 
on is by the Providence ot, God ordained in 
the hands of Governors and Government:: 
ſothe ſame mighty Providence, bath diſpoſed 
the peace, reft , ſecurity, and {trength of the 
Nation and Goyernment,, inthe minds , af- 
fetions and ſpirits of ſuch a people : Ic will 
beeaſfily. ſeen and underſtood, if ic bebar 
conſidered ;, That there is this day , no ra- 
tional or viſible cauſe or. danger of diſturb- 
ance, tothe Nation, but our own diviſions , 
neither from our ſelyes, .nor from abroad : 
For as none can hurt us but our ſelves, fo 
nothing amongft our ſclves can hurc us, but 
our own diyiſtons. 

. And therefore, as the ſafety and protefts- 
on of the ſubjeR, is in the Law, Govern- 
ment and Magiſtrate ; fo the ref, pea c and 
ſecurity, of the Government and, Nation ,

on, to ſatisfie his Majefty concerning their 
intentions to live peaceably under hi Ma. 
jeſties Government z They may in a Petition 
humbly repreſent ir to hisMajeſty,and 
beg, that his Majeſty would be pleaſed to 
appoint certain Commiſſioners,and impowet 
them, to treat with them, and with all others 
that ſhall deſire it, concerning theſe two 
things : x - 

Firſt, Upon a full conſideration, of what: 
hath paſſed in che Nation, what fatisfaRion 
or ſecurity his Majeſty may rationally de 
mand, and they as _— give, for their 
Allegiance, and-peaceable ſubjetion , unto 
his Majeſty and Government : and, - - 

Secondly, Upon fatisfaRtion and ſecurity 
Sven, how that liberty of conſcience gr 
ciouſly declared by his Majeſty, may be tat- 
ed and confirmed to them , that ſo they may 
enjoy the benefirand comfort of it free from 
diſturbance, from the people, or inferiour 
Officers. | 

Both' theſe are honeſt, reaſonable , and 
profitable things, and no man of truth or in- 
tegrity can be aſhamed, or afraid to appear 
18 them publickly ; They carry their- juſtif- 
cation in their face. 

A Treaty berwixt oppoſite parties, he 
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long and great diviſion and war is ordinary : 
And if the difference be not only inaffeRion, 
but judgement-and opinion, it is-Teceſſary'; 
becauſe otherwiſe, they cannot come toan 
underſtanding of one another, and-conſe- 
quently never come to a hearty apree- 
ment, 

It is alfo 'probable, that the defired end, 
peace and ſafety to both parties, will be at- 
tained by it : For it is apparent, that his Ma- 
jeſty wants and ſeeks ſecurity, and reſt in 
his Government, after his long troubles, 
an fufferings : And after fo great wars made 
againſt him, and ſo great violence done to 
him, he may juſtly require good ſecurity 
for the fature :' Nothing yet hath been done 
towards if, by the party that acted with yi- 
cor againſt, him : But on the'contrary, have 
maniteſted. great diſpleaſure -and diſſatisfa- 
tion athis return to his Government. 

As his- Majeſty cannot but, feek fecurity,
